New York Ml Astir. 


Pretty nearly all N. Y. etat ted ocean- 


ward this morning. The &ky was over- 
cast and a light breeze Irom the east was 
blowing threateningly. Tugs aud steam- 
boats scurried about the wharves picking 
up their loads of people anxious to be off 
to see the first meeting of the Defender 
and her English antagonist, Valkyrie III. 


Kitleldoaeoptie Scenes. 


The procession started down the bay 


out to Sanny Hook lightship somewhat 
obsecured by the haze which hung over 
the water. This was one of tbe sights of 
the day. The masts and moving bulls 
fog hidden had a ghostly appearance that 
was highly impressive, slow boats start- 
ing first were passedby faster ones and 
the line of vessels was a scene of kaleido- 
scopic changes. 


The netting BCKlns. 


The great fleet of steam launches an- 


chored off Bay Kidge and tbe Staten 
Island shores of the bay moved out one 
by one ana joined the passenger steamers 
m the channel outward bound. 
The 


finest Uoating palaces in American waters 
were in the procession. As a rule Ameri- 
can patriotism and confidence lu Yankee 
ability to get there made betting mostly 
one sided. Odds of (i to 5 aud 7 to 5 were 
the rule. Bets on the race, however, were 
made in small amounts at 2 to 1 on De- 
fender.

A Herculean Tntk. 


OD ootb boats tba skippers and men 


were astir early, but there was little to do 
4 everything had been made ihip shape 
\esterday» Tbe Defender was first to 
trove sail, and at 9 o'clock she started In 
tow of tbe tus for tbe lightship, Valkyrie 
following ten minutes later, also In tow. 
Tbe catroJ division gathered at their 
rendezvous at the lightship at 1C o'clock 
«cd formed around the starting line, in- 
tending to keep all craft a milo off from 
tbe races. Tbs patrols found they had 
undertaken a herculean task 
They kept 


under steam continually, running hither 
and thither giving orders here and there.

A Drizzling Ruin. 


At seven o'clock this morning s, d 


tlmg ram set in which lasted about an 
hour.

At 12.29 o'clock the Valkyrie appeared to 
have tbe lead of a full minute over De- 
fender.

racers plenty of sea room.

The Defender had taken 
full advantage of her better pointing 
qualities, and when they came about the 
American boat was in the lead. The wind 
was materially strengthening. The De- 
fender at 12.57 had weather position, was 
sailing very fast and gradually increasing 
her lead.

o'clock it was evident that Defender, ia 
wind work, had outpointed as well as out- 
sailed Valkyrie.

The United press bulletin at Shore

at 3.10 and the Valkyrie!at 3.43. 


It Began Itiinin£. 


Then came the depressing news at 1.22 


o'clock that ram had began to fall and 
that the fog had thickened. There was a 
wonderful depression of spirits. The en- 
thusiasm of a few hours before had died 
oat and there was in its place a painful 
expectancy. 


The Defender leads. 


The depression did not last. Another 


bulletin to the Boston Herald said that at 
1.36 o'clock the.boats had come in sight 
and the Defender was long way ahead, 
but there would be a hard struggle to fin- 
ish in the time limit; .Fourteen minutes 
later another bulletin said the boats were 
only four miles from the finish, the De- 
fender leading by three quarters of a mile. 
At that time the fog was growing more 
dense. 
Tbe Defender Wiim. 


At 4.57 tbe rain had ceased, but the 


wind brought in a heavy fog shutting out 
tbe finish line from view. Then it was 
stated the Defender had a lead of two and 
a half or three minutes. At 5.211 o'clock 
tbe Defender crossed the line. 


The Defender was seven minutes and a 


half ahead of Valkyrie. 


WOMAN JUMPS THE BRIDGE. 


Dressed In Man's Clothing She Drops 


From Brooklyn Bridge.

NEW YOKK, Sept. 7.—Mrs. McArthur,

She dropped from the middle of the 
bridge. She was found floating near the 
New York side about 4 o'clock, in an un- 
conscious condition.

Professor Perry of 
Williams- 


rown Writes Interestingly 


of Fort Massachusetts, 


HOW PROPERLY TO PRESERVE ITS SUB 


LOOKING FOR H15 WIFE. 


It Is North Adams' Privilege »nd Duly to 


Mark the Place otths Fort. Sumo 


Interesting History, 


in view of thfe fact that active measure* 


are now being taken, though not yet mad* 
public, to purchase the site of old Fort 
Massachusetts for its preservation una 
suitable marking, a letter from Prolesbor 
Perry ot Williamstown concerning tte 
subject is of much inteiest at this time. 
He stands pre-eminent today as our Berk- 
shire historian, and any onis having read 
bis book entitled "Origins in Williams- 
lown," knows how great is nt» interest 
and how thorough bis knowledge in tb« 
history of this legion. Below Is giver* bis 
eloquent letter, kindly written (or tlm 
TRANSCKIPT, in which he sets forth tbo 
glory of the old fort and th* value of its 
preservation. 


EDJTOUTUAKiCBIPT: The site 0' the 


old "Foir, Massachusetts," built ID 1745 
and burned dowu by the Fiench arid 
Indians in J74B and rebuilt lu 1747, has 
been precisely identified 
beyond the 


shadow oi a doubt. 
The first private 


owner ot the meadow on which it stood 
was Col. Bphraim Williams, the touiirler 
and rather of Williamstown and Williams 
college. Two hundred acres ot land, «ti- 
closing the land around tbe iort, but 
reserving ten acres immediately about th« 
fort, was presented to him by the General 
Court at Boston in consideration of bis 
building and maintaining for twenty years 
a grist-mill for the use of the early settlers 
on the north branch of the Hoosac. But 
tbe mill was actually built and run some 
seven or eight rods south of the present 
public bridge over the south branch of 
the river. 
Tbe fall in tbe branch near 


that point furnished the power lor ilia 
old Phoenix mill to the north of the 
bridge a century later. 


Col. Williams was killed at Lake George 


in 1755, and not long after his executor* 
sold that part of the meadow that belong- 
ed to him to satisfy the bequests made in 
his will. In 1759 Gen. Wolfe's great vic- 
tory over the French al Quebec, tbe most 
important battle ever fought on this con- 
tinent, ended the dream of French ambi- 
tion in America and made Fort Massa- 
chusetts, with its ten acres environment, 
of no earthly use from a military point of 
view. The general court undoubtedly or- 
dered the land to be sold. 
The next we 


hear of what We now call the "Harrison 
farm," is in a license granted by the gen- 
eral court to Charles Wright to keep a 
tavern of the house then standing where 
the Harrison house now stands. 
For 


some reason Wright did not lindt.be stand 
to his mind, and after a short season there 
dropped down the Hoosac four or five 
miles and built, outside the jurisdiction of 
Massachusetts, what is still called the 
"Wright tavern" at South 1'ownal. His 
posterity are still influential people in 
that neighborhood. 


Deacon Israel Jones occupied the bouse 


and tilled tbe farm for some half a cen- 
tury. He was for thirty years a faithfnl 
trustee of the free tchool and tbe college 
at Williamstown. Of Jones' heirs Capt. 
Clement Harrison purchased tbe entire 
estate. 
When Harrison first began to 


plough in the meadow the lines of the old 
fort were distinctly visible. 
The horse- 


raddish, that the soldiers had planted as 
an antidote to the scurvy, was then grow- 
ing luxuriantly near by; and several head- 
stones were then standing in the little 
"God's Acre" to the west of the fort lines. 
The last of these still remaining legible 
was presented to the present writer by 
Capt. Harrison in 1851, and the former 
conveyed it to the college in whose mus- 
eum it still abides. Capt. Harrison repeat- 
edly visited the site of the fort with the 
writer, and pointed out to him what be 
believed to be the middle of the parade 
ground and the situation of the well. In- 
deed the ploughshare of Bradford Har- 
rison, his son, had once thrown off the 
flat stone that then covered and doubtless 
still covers the top of the old well, 
lie 


gazed down into its depths for a few mo- 
ments, and saw that it was more than half 
filled up with old truck and whatnot, and 
then pushed back the flat stone into 
its place, and it has never been disturbed 
since. .Will it remain undisturbed? 


When the writer set tbe elm tree in 1859 


that is now growing on the spot, Captain 
Harrison told him where to dig, and 
when bis spade threw up bits of old brick 
and other trumpery, he knew for certain 
that be had struck near the base of om. of 
tbe chimneys or ovens of old Fort Massa- 
chusetts, the site of which is indubitably 
ascertained. 


How shall the place and story of that 


ru da but famous blockhouse and fortress 
be preserved forever in the minds of liv- 
ing men and women and children? But 
one sout»d answer to that question is pos- 
sible, The place must be made the center 
of a public part to be owned and admin- 
istered by the city of North Adams. It is 
tbe only possible place for a suitable park 
withm the municipal limits. If there 
ever was a city in New England, which 
needed a breathing place, a level spot, a 
park in which to walk and talk and trun- 
dle children, to view tbe suneet, and, what 
we call in Williimstown, the "Golden 
Gate" to tbe northwest, that city ij North 
Adams. The rest of the town is close and 
cribbed and cabined and confined. Try to 
disguise It as we may, North Adams is 
situated in a gully and on the .hills that 
rise up out of it. 


Here is an opportunity, tbe gift of Provi- 


dence, for a rich and growing city, at its 
very initiation, to ideatify itself with an 
historical and glorious past, to gain some- 
thing that will yield to successive genera- 
tions an educational and uplifting influ- 
ence, to become a perpetual aid to health 
and good morals, and to connect itself in- 
timately and irrevocably with the patron 
saint of this valley—Colonel 
Bphraim 


Williams. 
What shall we call onr park when we 


get it ? Call it "Fort Park" or if the town 
think best "City Park." Get it first, for it 
is now or never; name jt afterwards ac- 
cording to the general voice. Jt will pay 
in manifold ways: First, in heightened 
real estate; second, in municipal self 
respect; third,.and in sanitary and social 
educational advantages.

IN BEHALF OF LOCAL HISTORY. 


WARNER'S LAST WORDS 


"Ml, Marry Again, Bnt Be Careful. 


Whom You Get." 


An Appeal to Help Preserve the Local His- 


tory of Northern Berkshire. 


BDITOR TRANSCRIPT.—More than a year 


ago a plea was made through the columns 
of the TRANSCRIPT for an " Ideal Historic 
Museum" the suggestion being that the 
site of old Fort Massachusetts should bo 
purchased and a museum built there, rep- 
resenting in its architecture the block 
house tort that was. destroyed by the 
Indians. 


We hope our descendants will carry out 


this grand idea, but events move too 
slowly for some of us to expect to witness 
the full consummation of our desires, 
though we do expect to see some kind o" 
monument marking that historic spot. 


The site is yet to be purchased, the mon- 


ument to be built, and a collection of 
antiquities gathered, which in a'building 
so situated would require a careful keeper 
as it would be regarded as of priceless 
value. This all means larger sums of 
money than our faith can count upon, 
1'or whatever is done toward acquir- 
ing the site of Fort Massachusetts and 
some adjoining acres, will probably take 
considerable time; in the meanwhile our 
memorial treasures are disappearing and 
if any worthy collection of relics of early 
times is to be made in this city it must be 
begun quickly. Perhaps it is not generally 
known that dealers in antiquities are tak- 
ing precious articles of ancient use from 
our neighborhood two or three times a 
year. Things are aold for a mere pittance 
that would enrich any museum on account 
of their true historical value and rarity, 
and often these objects are of real beauty 
and intrinsic worth. These should be 
gathered together among ourselves to 
form the beginnings of a noble museum. 
Each article should be carefully labelled 
that the names of the former owners may 
be preserved, and their uses described to 
make them valuable for future arehologi- 
cal study. 


We not only have many national patri- 


otic societies but cities and towns of im- 
portance are emulating one another in 
the cultivation of the historic and patri- 
otic spirit. Within a few weeks several 
societies in Connecticut, th.9 Berkshire 
Historical society, the Qnaboag Historical 
society ot'Brookfield and the Charlemont 
Old Oak Tree association have all cele- 
brated in honor of their past. 


We do not believe that we dwellers in 


Northern Berkshire are without this line 
spirit or that we have less reverence for 
our past and for those noble self-sacrific- 
ing men and women who helped to give 
our town its character for industry, order 
and stability. But North Adams ought to 
begin to make more evident her pride in 
her local history. 
From earliest times 


this has been an historic place of noli- 
worthy importance, as the principal fort 
of the line extending between the Con-! 
necticutand HODSJC was situated here 
anil called iorth tho bravest deeds in de- 
fense of the frontier settlements. In con- 
nection with a renewed interest in ojr 
old Fort Massachusetts it is natural, that 
as the spirit of veneration for our ances- 
tors in this valley is stirred in our hearts, 
we should renew our loyalty to the fathers 
and mothers who founded and developed 
this town and do what lies in onr power 
to perpetuate their ruomorv. Toeir man- 
ner of living and of doing tneir work,their 
customs, dress and beliefs should be of 
profound interest to us.

as well as an historic meaning attaches to i 
every implement they made or used, and 
to the furniture, dress, books and wares 
which reveal their age and tastes. 
From 


such sources may be learned many grand 
lessons and the inspiration so much need- 
ed today for heroic, self-denying and sell- 
reliant manhood and wonunhood. • 


It is a sad fact that the old homesteads 


of this vicinity are last disappearing. The 
old New England kitchen with its hos- 
pitable fii-e-plaue; the crane and kettle;

Then Put a Bullet Through 


His Brain. 


Victim a Well-Known Conductor on the Con- 


solidated Railroad. 


PKOVIDEXUE, Sept. 7.—Last Tuesday 


Henry K. Warner, a conductor on the 
Consolidated railroad, and located at 
Stoningtou, 
Uonn., disappeared 
from 


home. He had been paid off the previous 
day, anrt as he did not, come home thiit 
night it. wild feared he had met with foul 
play. 


A careful search wus made in this part 


otthc state for him. Wednesday he was 
traced to Oak Lawn. Thursday he was in 
this city, but his friends could not quite 
locale him.

Official Measurements Make Slight Concessions 


to America's Champion. 


YOKK, Sept. 7.—All the arrange- 


ments for the openiug race of tho series of 
international races for the America's cup 
have been completed, and the people of 
two continents await tho result with con- 
flicting emotions. 


Never before in the history of the 


spirited contests which have attended the 
efforts of the English yachtsmen to cap- 
ture the much-prized and costly inherit- 
ance which was bequeathed to American 
yachtsmen by Ben Butler's famous yacht 
has there been greater aud more wide- 
spread interest manifested. 


The Defender and thp Valkyrio were in 


the Horseshoe all night chaffing under the 
restraint of their cables. Each bears with 
her the honor and the hope of a continent. 
One is the proud challenger for tho most 
coveted trophy that ever was sailed for, 
and the other has worthily won her way 
to the proud place of defending the cup 
that for 44 years has been the attesting 
proof of the yachting supremacy of the 
world

For a year the race has eclipsed iu in- 


terest every other sport. For five months 
the best designers, tho most expert sail- 
makers, tho ablest seamen, have been 
drafted into service ou either side uutil 
last night all parties to the contest rested 
satisfied that they had exhausted every re- 
source that wealth and ingenuity could 
suggest, and that both boats were as 
perfect as human hands could make them. 


Interest iu the races continues to in- 


crease ; never before has it boon so wide- 
spread. The cup contests are discussed by 
everybody. One reason for this is that it 
is generally believed that thu Britishers 
have the best chance they ever had, and 
that the contests will be really races, with 
nothing of tho walkover about them. 


The Defender and Valkyrie were offi- 


cially measured in Eric basin yesterday,

Not only 
are hundreds of strangers in town from 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Chicago 
and many other cities oE the far west, 
eager to witness the grand struggle bo- 
tween the two speediest yachts ever built, 
but the number of foreign visitors has 
never before been exceeded. 


The hotels are packed with guests a.nd 


every available excursion steamer in the 
vicinity has been pressed into service to 
accommodate the thousands of sightseers. 


Unusual precautions have boon takcu 


by the cup committee to have the course 
properly patrolled so that the racing 
yachts shall not be interfered with by tho 
excursion fleet. The committee has also 
issued a notice to all captains of excursion 
boats and pleasure craft, urging the neces- 
sity of keeping an absolutely clear course, 
and doing all in their power to prevent in- 
terference with the races, so th.it there may 
be no cause for complaint, as there was on 
several occasions during tho international 
races two summers ago. 


English Cousins Dubious. 


It has leaked out within a day or two 


that those in charge of the Valkyrie aru 
not quite satisfied with the stability oi 
their craft in a strong breeze. They hava 
said that hor auglo of heel under such con- 
ditions is not well defined. That is, when 
she is in a, bresze shu does not net liku 
other boats after reaching her bearings, 
but keeps on heeling. 


This fact, if it is a fact, is di-iquietics, 


and makes those in charge all tho inorj 
earnest in their wishes for light, watting 
airs durinjr nice days, whatever may btj 
said to the contrary. Still, it ia just as 
well not to plaoo too much reliaucs up^u 
these rumors, although there ara reasons 
for believing that this failing ot the Val- 
kyrie is causing no little concern to those 
who are Intimately connected with her. 


There is aUo the same reason for believ- 


ing that Captain Craniield has, down in 
the bottom of his heart, a feeling that the 
Valkvrie may not sliow harself to be tho 
wonderful racer which her admirers have 
ffuDposcd her to be. Judging from what 
Captain Uranlield has recently stutl, it 
would seem that he is not at all sure tho 
Valkyrie will do the runavray act with the 
Defender, le:i\iug her from the first r^ce a 
thoroughly deflate J boat. 


This well-snown British skipper i« re- 


ported to have recently said to a friend, 
"I shall bo glad when the .whole thing is 
over. I shall not let it worry me any 
more. The boat does not seem to go as 
she ought to, and I cannot help lt."% If 
this is what Captain Cranfleld really be- 
lieves, then, indeed, the Valkyrie folks 
have not got a sure thing after all, and 
the American craft may have a pretty- 
good chance of successfully defending the 
cup, 
which has > been the opinion of all 


those who have had opportunities to ascer- 
tain sometliijg of tho real performances 
of the aluminium boat. 


A Family of Roatbuildera. 


The fame of the Herreshoffs as boat-

There 
are seven brothers, three of whom—John, 
Lewis and Julian—are blind. While all

Revfews of' Bradstreet and Dun Both 


Give Glowing Reports, 


A Reaction Against Rapid 


Advance In Prices. 


How It Fares With th« Manufacturers ol 


Different 
Commodities. 


. NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Bradstreet's today 
says: Favorable crop reports from nearly 
all directions and a continuance of the 
boom in steel and iron continue to charac- 
terize the general trade situation. 


Latest advices as to the corn crop have 


replaced aniiety with confidence in the 
larger estimates of the size of that crop 
and satisfaction with the outlook for 
trade this autumu. 


Harvesting and threshing are interfer- 


ing a little with business in the spring 
wheat country, yet Duluth, Minneapolis 
and St. Paul jobbers in general lines are 
pushing for cew business. la South Da- 
kota and Washington farmers show no 
disposition ,to sell their grain. California 
reports perfect weather for harvesting. 


What Dun & Co, Have to Say. 


R. G. Dun & Co.'s review says: There 


is no real reaction in business. Gains 
which were recognized as temporary are 
vanishing, but there remains a decided in- 
crease over last year at date, although 
prices average 8,8 per cent lower than a 
year ago. 


It needs no keen observer to see that 


the reaction against rapid advance of 
prices is strong. Hides were the first to 
rise, but a decided break has come. Coke 
was suddenly raised to $1.40, recently sold 
at $1.10. Wheat jumped over 20 cents to 
84, but is now slow of sale at about 65. 
Wool was late in rising, but has lost 
about H of a cent in average price within 
the past fortnight. 


Iron still rises, the miners' strike having 


hindered shipments of ore, but with troops 
guarding the ore begins to move. Cotton 
is strong, but has paused. Tho general 
tendency to curtail purchases where prices 
have notably advanced grows clearer in 
boots and shoes, in wool and in some prod- 
ucts of iron. 


In the boot and shoe industry many 


shops are discharging hands, and in 
woolen manufacture a few works arc 
closing for want of orders. Shipments of 
boots and shoes now fall below last year's, 
and exct'nt in split shoes there are but few 
orders. Dealers are distinctly slow to buy 
at advanced prices. But holders of west- 
ern hides who refused 9% cents a fort- 
night ago are hunting for buyers at 9 
cents. 


Sales of wool, which averaged over 10,- 


000,01)0 pounds a week when great specu- 
lative stocks were being taken, have 
shrunk to 5.330,500 for the week. 
The 


average of 301 grades is now H.68 cents, 
against 14.48 a year ago. Manufacturers 
buy slowly, because business in all men's 
goods is dull, particularly in medium and 
low grades. 


Copyright Concessions to Canada. 


LONDON, Sept. 7.—The Times says this 


morning that Mr, Newcombs, who came 
to London on behalf of Canada to secure a 
change in the copyright law, is carrying 
home certain modifications of Canada's 
demand with regard to the copyright act. 
It is understood that these recognize tho 
right of copyright in Canada to every per- 
son who has any right to copyright in tho 
United Kingdom. 
There arc also other 


concessions, which, it is believed, will sat- 
isfy Canada's expectations. 


Death of a Distinguished Journalist. 


CADEN'ABBIA, Italy, Sept. 7.—William 


Henry Hurlbert died at this plice. He was 
born in Charleston, S. C., July 3, 1837, 
was graduated fit Harvard in 1847, at tho 
Divinity school there in 1849, and then 
studied in Borne, Berlin and Paris. In 
1876-S1 he was! editor-in-chief of Tho 
World, and in the latter year, when Joseph 
Pulitzer bought Tho World, he went to 
Europe, where he has since chiefly resided. 


Blame Placed on America.

The new witness is Dr. Gilbert GrahaTi, 
a fellow-student at Cooper college, who 
will testify that he visited Durrant in the 
city prison several days after the letter's 
arrest, and that the prisoner asked him to 
leave his notebook for a few days, as he 
wished to compare Graham's notes of Dr. 
Cheney's lecture with his own. Graham 
refused to do so, saying it would get him 
into trouble. Durraut was insistent, but 
the other would not comply with tho 
strange request.

Ward became involved in a quarrel with 
Aaron and John Hunter, his father-in- 
law and brother-in-law, respectively.
